WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


famous Houston heart surgeons, 
Dr. Michael E. DeBakey and 
Dr. Denton A. Cooley, each re- 
ceived about $200,000 In Medi- 
care payments last year, rank- 
ing them as apparently the 
highest paid doctors in the na- 
tion under the government pro- 
gram. 


A special investigation now 


underway has found no indica- 
tion of irregularity in the pay- 
ments, which involved hundreds 
of difficult heart and blood ves- 
sel operations. 


Investigators said the pay- 


ments went mainly into a fund 
at the Baylor College of Medi- 
cine in Houston, rather than to 
the doctors personally. 


(A Benton Harbor physician, 


Dr. Sanford Polansky, has re- 
turned $169,000 paid to him for 
treatment of Medicaid patients, 
asking that he receive payment 
only on invoices supported to 
"complete satisfaction." 


Dr. Polansky said he has 


been subjected to crank letters 
and unfair publicity following 
announcement of medicaid pay- 
ments. 


Officials 
of 
Michigan Blue 


Shield, which administers the 
state and federally funded pro- 
gram 
in Michigan, said last 


week that "no pattern of im- 
propriety" has been found in 
Dr. Poiansky's request for pay- 
ment.) 


Cooley has performed 20 hu- 


man heart transplants, more 
than any other surgeon in the| 


world. 


DeBakey, the first physician 


to use an artificial heart pump 
on a human, has performed 11 
transplant operations. 
NO TRANSPLANTS 


Washington officials said none 


of the Medicare money so far 
has gone for transplants, al- 
though one patient receiving 
government disability payments 
died in Houston while awaiting 
a new heart. 


Official Medicare records list- 


ed 
$202,959 in payments for 


DeBakey last year. 


This is the highest sum for 


one physician made public to 
date throughout the nation. 


Cooley was paid $193,124 un- 


der Medicare, records showed. 


This also topped the previous 


known high. A Medicare report 
sent to Congress earlier this 
year but compiled before 1968 
records were complete had list- 
ed the highest annual payment 
rate at $191,000 to a Florida phy- 
sician eventually identified as 
Dr. Morry S. Fox, a Miami os- 
teopath. 


DeBakey said the payments 


covered operations performed 
by a team of doctors, rather 
than himself alone. 


He said they involved "the 


whole range of cardiovascular 
operations and open heart sur- 
gery—the most complicated and 
the most difficult type of opera- 
tions." 
TOTAL OPERATIONS 


Medicare records show that 


DeBakey was paid for 642 oper- 


ations last year and Cooley for 
408. 


DeBakey said all the Medi- 


care payments were meant to 
go into the general fund of the 
Baylor College of Medicine. He 
is president of the school. 


A spokesmen for (lie treasur- 


er's office at the Baylor medical 
school said most of Hie money 
for operations by DeBakey and 
Cooley wns kept by the fund, al- 
though part of it was paid to the 
two physicians under a fee ar- 
rangement with the school. He 
would not give other details. 


Cooley, 48 was a member of 


the Baylor faculty until he re- 
signed this spring after a con- 
troversy over the use of a total-

Defeated in June was a 5.5-mill proposal. 
Lewis commented that he had received many requests for 


information concerning the budget for the 1969-1910 school year, 
particularly in the area of anticipated program reductions 
that would become necessary if the additional operating funds 
from the special one-year millage were not available. 


Said Lewis: "We're caught in the wage-price spiral just like 


everybody else. In fact, a recent study of our expenses and 
those of other school districts in the state and nation show that 
the average rate of increase in costs'for schools is nearly three 
times as high ns the national average. We want the citizens 
to know all the facts about how we run our schools here, and 
we're ready to answer any and all questions."

Manuel, tall and heavy with a 


tatooed left forearm, was be- 
lieved by authorities to have 
journeyed to California w i t h 
John N. Collins, the 22-year-old 
college student charged with 
the latest of the seven murders 
in the Ann Arbor - Ypsilanti 
area. 


The California murders, two 


in Monterey County and one 
north of Los Angeles, were sim- 
ilar In some respects to the 
seven in Michigan, 


The third woman was reported 


killed in Monterey County hut 
federal and California authori- 
ties have not included her in 
the present investigation. They 
said the death of Susan M. Hen- 
nessy, 17, of Seaside, Calif., oc- 
curred before the time Collins 
and Manuel were reported to 
have reached the Salinas area. 
Her body was found June 17.

Big Debate

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hav- 


ing completed congressional ac- 
tion on a six-month compromise 
extension of the income sur- 
charge, llic House now heads 
for debate on the massive tax 
reform bill. 


Preliminary skirmishing cen- 


tered today in the Rules Com- 
mittee, 
which 
must 
decido 


whether to give critics of the re- 
form bill as it is now drafted a 
cfiance to offer amendments. 


Monday's 237-170 House vote 


assurances extension of the 10 
per cent surcharge only through 
Dec. 31. Rut an additional six- 
month extension, at 5 nor cent, 
is included in the tax reform 
bill. 


The entire extension is need- 


ed, the Nixon 
administration 


argues, if inflation is to bo 
brought under control. 


However, a group of Demo- 


crats wants to knock the addi- 
tional 5 per cent extension out oj 
the reform bill, which comes up 
for debate Wednesday with a 
vote planned for Thursday. 


They also seek an opportunity 


to offer an amendment readjust- 
ing the proposed income tax 
rate reductions in the bill. The 
critics want to give less relief to 
upper bracket taxpayers and 
more to those in the middle 
brackets. 
'CLOSED RULE1 


The Rules Committee custom- 


arily sends tax bills,Jo the 
House under a "closed ru)e," 
permifling no amendments but 
only a yes or no vote no the en- 
tire issue. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D-

kind of handling of the tax re- 
form bill and indications were 
the Rules Committee would go 
along. 


There is more than usual 


pressure /or departure from 
custom, however.

There were 
144 Democrats and 26 Republi- 
cans opposed to the bill, while 
85 Democrats joined 152 .Repub- 
licans in favoring it.

The 31-year-old prince's fath- 
er, Don Juan of Bourbon, has 
grudgingly accepted the decision 
of the Spanish parliament, but

'Inon's father> was forced out in 
19dl. The son argued that the 
monarchy must be a successor to 
Franco; the father instated that 
it must be an alternative. 


Don Juan has long made it 


clear that he intended to preside 
over a regime that would 
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antee freedom and reforms. This 
atttudc eliminated his considera- 
tion by the dictator. 


Ironically, Juan Carlos can get 


the job but may not keep it; Don 
Juan might be able to keep it, 
but he certainly won't get it.

wonder whether he will try to 
e s t a b I i s h some kind of in- 
dependent i m a g e , away from 
Franco's shadow. If he does, it 
will have to be done carefully 
because by law, Franco can re- 
voke the prince's designation. 


Though there was some indi- 


cation that Franco was becoming 
more liberal a few years ago, 
many of the reforms allowing 
some press freedom 
and less 


restrictions on Protestants have 
been rescinded. 


If the king-designate can re- 


move himself a little from Fran- 
co s shadow without risking the 
leader's revocation, he may have 
<in enduring reign.

keen sense of the subtle uses of 
irony. 


In style, Maupassant is direct 


and 'simple, with attention to 
realistic detail. His vision of 
human 
existence 
is on the 


somber side. He sees rather 
clearly 
the 
toil, 
sufferning, 


agony and the bitterly ironic 
events 
and happenings 
that 


twist and turn human lives 
around. 


Among his better novels are 
"Une Vie" (written in 1883), 
telling 
about the 
frustrating 


existence of a Norman wife; 
"Bel-Ami" (written i n 1885), 
about the life of an unscrupu- 
lous journalist; and "Pierre et 
Jean." 


Maupassant died in 1893.

Here is a typical case from a

Bridge-0-Rama before a large 
audience. Faced with a difficult 
opening lead, West chose the 
deuce of hearts even though 


South had bid that suit. 


Declarer won East's king with 


the ace and at trick two led a 
low diamond towards dummy. 
Right at this point, even before 
West had played, the Bridge- 
O-Rama commentator, who to- 
gether with the audience could 
see all four 
hands on the 


screen, said:"If West takes the 
king and returns the jack of 
clubs, South will go down one." 


These words were hardly out 


of the commentator's mouth 
when West went up with the 
king of diamonds andreturned 
the jack of clubs. South prompt- 
ly lost a diamond and four clubs 
in succession, and there was 
nothing he could do to prevent 
this from happening. 


Actually, the jack of clubs 


lead was not as miraculous a 
play as it appears to he. Far 
from being a shot in the dark, 
the club shift was very well 
reasoned. 


ft was obvious from East's 


play of the king of hearts that 
South had the A-Q, possibly the 
A-Q-J. It was also obvious from 
South's diamond lead at trick 
two that he had the ace. And it 
was likewise highly probable 
from the bidding that declarer 
had the ace of spades. 


It followed that South could 


not also have the ace of clubs 
or he would have bid more 
strongly, and the 
attack on 


declarer's obvious weak spot, 
clubs, consequently offered the 
only real chance to beat the 
contract.
